Bulbs  planted  in  pots  or  pans  should  be  set  with  the 
top  of  the  bulb  just  showing  above  the  ground.  Lilies 
low  enough  to  permit  addition  later  of  an  inch  more  of 
soil  to  cover  the  stem  roots. 


HOW  TO  GROW  ROSES 


Location  of  beds — Roses  should  be  planted  where  they  will  be  open  to  sunlight  for  at 
least  half  of  each  day.  In  locating  beds,  avoid  trees,  shrubbery  and  shady  sides  of  build- 
ings and  fences.  This  will  lessen  the  danger  from  insects  and  diseases. 

SOIL — Any  good  garden  soil,  which  will  grow  good  vegetables,  will  grow,  with  proper  fer- 
tilization, fine  Roses.  The  ideal  soil  is  a clay  loam  of  sufidcient  porosity  to  permit  of  ready 
drainage. 

PREPARATION  OF  BEDS — The  beds  should  not  be  so  large  that  the  Roses  cannot  be 
reached  without  treading  on  them.  Long,  narrow  beds,  with  one  continuous  row  of  plants,  are 
preferable.  Spade  the  soil  to  a good  depth,  mixing  in  good  fertilizer  as  you  do  so,  and  the  richer 
the  fertilizer  the  better  results  you  will  have.  We  manufacture  a special  rose  fertilizer.  Whale- 
bone meal  is  excellent, 

PLANTING — Most  varieties  should  be  planted  about  2^  feet  apart,  when  the  soil  is  in  a 
nice,  mellow  condition.  Spread  the  roots  out  well  and  press  the  soil  down  firmly.  Plant  slightly 
deeper  than  previously  grown  and  give  out  good  watering  if  weather  is  warm  and  dry. 

WATERING — Most  people  water  their  Roses  too  much.  Once  a week  is  often  enough  and 
that  early  in  the  morning.  Keep  the  soil  mulched  or  cultivated  around  the  bushes  to  prevent 
baking. 

MULCHING  AND  PROTECTION — Only  the  tenderest  varieties  need  any  protection  in  this 
country.  This  can  best  be  supplied  by  mulching  the  soil  around  the  plants  with  a heavy  appli- 
cation of  cow  manure,  which  should  be  spaded  in  the  following  spring.  All  plants  should  have 
this  mulching. 

PRUNING — Field-grown  dormant  Roses  should  be  cut  back  severely  when  first  set  out.  Sub- 
sequent prunings  should  be  attended  to  in  late  winter  and  early  spring,  when  all  dead  and  weak 
growth  should  be  removed  entirely  and  the  strong,  live  canes  should  be  shortened  back  to  one  or 
two  feet  in  length,  according  to  the  growth  of  the  previous  season.  It  may  be  accepted  as  a gen- 
eral rule  that  weak  growth  should  be  pruned  severely  and  strong  ones  sparingly.  Climbing  Roses 
should  not  be  cut  back  any  more  than  is  necessary  to  keep  the  plant  in  a shapely  appearance. 

BEST  TIME  FOR  PLANTING — No  question  is  asked  more  frequently  than,  “When  is  the 
best  time  to  plant  Roses?”  Our  dormant  field-grown  Roses  can  be  planted  any  time  that  the  soil 
can  be  worked,  between  October  and  April.  Probably  the  best  month  is  March.  Most  people  plant 
tn  that  month  and  with  best  results.  Our  small  greenhouse-grown  Roses  should  not  be  planted 
until  a month  later,  when  the  soil  has  warmed  up  with  the  increasing  strength  of  the  sun’s  rays.

THE  PREPARATION  OF  THE  SOIL 

For  fruit  trees  soil  should  be  dry,  either  natural  or  made  so  by  thorough  drainage,  as  they  will 
not  live  or  thrive  on  a soil  constantly  saturated  with  stagnant  moisture.  It  should  also  be  w*ll  pre- 
pared. On  new,  fresh  lands,  manuring  will  be  unnecessary,  but  on  land  exhausted  by  cropr^'*f  fer- 
tilizers must  be  applied,  either  by  turning  in  heavy  crops  of  clover,  or  well  decomposed  manur©  or  c-.i'o- 
post.  To  insure  a good  growth  of  fruit  trees,  land  should  be  in  as  good  condition  as  for  a crop  of 
wheat,  corn  or  potatoes. 


THE  PREPARATION  OF  THE  TREES 

In  regard  to  this  important  operation,  there  are  more  fatal  errors  committed  than  in  any  other. 
As  a general  thing  trees  are  planted  in  the  ground  precisely  as  they  are  sent  from  the  nursery.  In 
moving  a tree,  no  matter  how  carefully  it  may  be  done,  a portion  of  the  roots  are  broken  and  destroyed 
and  consequently  the  balance  that  existed  in  the  structure  of  the  tree  deranged.  This  must  be  restored 
by  proper  pruning,  adapted  to  the  size,  form  and  condition  of  the  tree  as  follows: 

STANDARD  ORCHARD  TREES 

These,  as  sent  from  the  nursery,  vary  from  4 to  6 feet  in  height,  with  naked  stems  or  trunks  and 
a number  of  branches  at  the  top  forming  a head.  These  branches  should  all  be  cut  back  to  within 
three  or  four  buds  of  their  base.  This  lessens  the  demand  upon  the  roots,  and  enables  the  remaining 
buds  to  push  with  vigor.  Cut  off  smoothly  all  bruised  or  broken  roots  up  to  the  sound  wood.  In  case  of 
older  trees  of  extra  size,  the  pruning  must  be  in  proportion;  as  a general  thing  it  will  be  safe  to 
shorten  all  the  previous  year’s  shoots  to  three  or  four  buds  at  their  base,  and  where  the  branches  ara 
very  numerous  some  may  be  cut  entirely.

CULTURE  IN  POTS. — Use  any  good  rich  sooil,  mixed  with  a little  sand,  potting  so  as  to 
leave  the  top  of  bulb  even  with  the  soil.  For  a single  plant  use  a 4 or  5-inch  pot;  but  the  effect 
will  be  prettier  if  three,  six  or  as  many  as  a dozen  are  planted  together  in  a larger  size  pot,  and 
still  effective  if  all  are  of  one  color.  The  soil  should  be  pressed  firmly  around  the  bulbs,  but 
do  not  pack  it  hard  underneath.  After  potting,  water  thoroughly  and  place  in  some  cool,  dark 
place  for  four  or  five  weeks,  watering  once  about  every  ten  days,  enough  to  keep  the  soil  moist. 

CULTURE  IN  OPEN  GROUND. — Any  good  garden  soil  will  suit  Hyacinths,  and  the  depths 
at  w'hich  they  are  planted  should  be  determined  by  the  character  of  the  soil.  If  clay  or  very 


heavy,  bulbs  should  not  be  covered  more  than 
They  should  be  protected  with  manure.

Lawn  Grass  Seeds 

There  is  nothing  which  adds  more  to  the  external  attractiveness  of  a home  than  a beautiful 
lawn.  You  may  have  such  by  providing  the  right  conditions.  These  ^re: 

First: — A rich  properly  prepared  soil.  If  the  ground  is  naturally  rich,  all  that  is  necessary 
mellow  as  possible.  If,  as  is  often  the  case,  itis  that  it  be  well  spaded,  making  it  as  fine  and 
consists  of  the  earth  from  the  excavation  for  the  house,  or  is  hard  and  lumpy,  it  ^hould  receive 
a good  dressing  of  manure  which  should  be  spaded  in,  mixing  in  with  the  soil  which  should  be 
made  as  fine  and  free  from  lumps  as  possible.  It  should  then  stand  for  a few  days,  and  if  possible 
until  after  a good  rain,  when  it  should  receive  a second  dressing  of  manure  and  be  again  spad- 
ed, making  it  fine  and  free  from  lumps  to  the  depth  of  at  least  a foot.  In  some  cases  it  may  be 
necessary  to  repeat  this  a third  and  even  a fourth  time.  In  any  case  the  surface  of  the  soil 
should  be  made  as  fine  and  smooth  as  possible  before  sowdng  the  seed. 

Second: — We  must  have  good  seed  of  the  right  varieties.  Some  sorts  are  the  most  luxuri- 
ant in  spring,  others  in  summer  and  still  others  in  autumn  and  a wise  selection  of  varieties  in 
proper  proportions  is  very  important.  We  have  given  much  thought  and  made  many  experi- 
ments to  secure  the  best  selection  and  think  our  Superior  Lawn  Mixture  the  best  possible  com 
bination  to  secure  a fine  lawn. 


Third: — It  is  important  that  the  seed  be  properly  planted.  It  should  be  sown  at  the  rate  of 
from  60  to  100  lbs.  to  the  acre.  The  more  freely  the  seed  is  used  the  quicker  a thick,  velvet- 
like turf  may  be  secured.  One  pound  of  seeds  js  the  minimum  quantity  sufficient  to  sow  300 
square  feet.  It  may  be  sown  in  early  spring  or  in  early  spring  or  in  the  fall,  but  if  at  the  latter 
time  it  should  be  early  enough  to  allow  the  plants  to  get  well  started  before  the  ground  becomes 
too  cold.  The  surface  having  been  freshly  raked,  sow  the  seed  as  evenly  as  possible  and  rake 
it  in  following  if  possible  with  a roller.  Having  secured  a good  growth,  it  should  be  kept  close 
and  velvet-like  by  repeated  cutting,  and  if  necessary,  watering.
